3 New York, Fes. 24: 

The people of the Empire State are 
not content to merely sympathize with 
the Cuban Patriots in their life aud 
death struggle for liberty. Prepara- 
tious are on foot for a more practical 
form of friendliness. The Cuban 
League of the United States, which 
has its headquarters in this city, is un- 
dertaking work for the Patriots, which 
‘Tis-tikely to be of great importance. 

This League was organized in an en- 
thusiastic meeting held at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotelin December last. It is 
the purpose of the League to give prac- 
tical consolidation to the sentiment of 
American citizens and the support of 
the same in securing to Cuba by all 
legal means, the inalienable right of 
self government. A large number of 
eminent men are enrolled as officers or 
members of the organization. Among 
these may be mentioned: President, 
Ethan Allen; Vice Presidents, Charles 
A. Dana, Thos. F. Gilroy, Ex. Gov. 
Roswell P. Flower, Governor Frank S. 
Black, Chauncey M. Depew, Thomas 
L. James; Executive Committee, John 
Jacob Astor, Gen. Dan. Butterfield, 
Fred D. Grant, W. E. D. Stokes, Thos. 
E. Stewart, eic. 

Colonel Ethan Allen was seen a few 
days ago by the TOWNSMAN corres- 
pondent, and asked to briefly outline 
the work, which the League is doing 
throughout this State and through the 
country in general. 

“Our work at present is chiefly con- 
fined to organization ” he said, ‘* The 
oue immediate object of this is to con- 
front President McKinley during the 
first days of his administration with 
the gigantic demand of the American 
people, that the United States govern- 
ment shall recognize at once our strug- 
gling neighbors in Cuba. How have 
we gone about this undertaking? In the 
first place we have sent circular letters 
to the mayors of four hundred promi- 
nent cities all over the Union, request- 
ing them to call public meetings of 
their citizens, at which branch Cuban 
Leagues shall be formed. From every 
one of the four hundred mayors, favor- 
able replies have been received, and 
in a large proportion of the cities, 
meetings have already been called and 
League branches, incorporated. There 
has not been a single mayor who has 
regarded our request unfavorably. 
Circular letters have also been sent to 
the governors of every state request- 
ing them to urge their Senators io 
Washivgton to actively work for the 
recognition of the Patriots. We have 
received favorable replies from nearly 
every state. We propose to reach the 
‘TUnited States Senators through our 
branch leagues also, and to thus. mo- 
bilize the pressure which shall be 
brought to bear upon the incoming ad- 
ministration. We realize that a few 
senators and representatives are against 
the recognizing by this nation of 
the cause of liberty for which the 
Cubans are struggling, but we know 
‘| that the heart of the great American 
people beats in warm sympathy for 
Cuba. We have determined’ that this 
national sentiment— this righteous de- 
mand of our people for the recognition 
of our neighbors shall not be defied 
and trampled upon as it has been dur- 
ing the present disgraceful adminis- 
tration. We propose to demonstrate 
that the Government at Washington 
is not entirely independent of the uni- 
ted wishes of the people. 

Colonel Allen showed the Towns- 
MAN correspondent an immense pile 
of newspapers from all over the coun- 
try, containing hearty commendations 
of the Leagues’ work, and stories of 
enthusiastic meetings at which branch 
Leagues were formed. Colonel Allen 
is tremendously in earnest about this 
work aud his splendid efforts are meet- 
ing with amazingly prompt success. 
Colonel Ethan Allen has true patri- 
otic American blood in his veins, and in 
whatever he undertakes he doesn’t 
mince matters. He has an unbound- 
ed store of energy and probably no 
other American has done so muc. for 
the cause of Cuban Liberty. 

General Gomez, recently stated: — “I 
am convinced that with 50,000 men 
properly armed and équipped, and eup- 
ported by artillery, the Spanish army 
could be driven from Cuba within 
three months.” This statement coupled 
with the estimate given out by the 
New York Cuban Junta, that a Patriot 
soldier may be fully armed and equipped 
for the sum of $20.00, has suggested a 
plan now being perfected for systematic | P 
contributions toward the equipment of 
Patriot soldiers, A general callto New 
York business men for such contribu- 
tions from themselves and the em- 
ployees of their offices, will be sent out 
by the Cuban League in a few days.

Doctor A.berto Diaz, physician and 
Baptist minister in Havana, talked be- 
fore a large audience: in the Academy 
of Music, Sunday morning.

In an article of the last 
number of The Christian Herald, he is 
described as “one. of the most heroic 
persona.ities that has come into promi- 
nence in connection with the Cuban 
war.’”’? He has been imprisoned no 
less than seven times for conducting 
the White Cross Hospitals among the 
Patriots and but recently: was extrica- 
ted from what appeared his most seri- 
ous imprisonment, through the uni- 
ted efforts of the Governors of Texas, 
Kentucky, and Georgia, the three 
states in which the Baptist constituency 
is particularly strong and in which the 
Doctor is well known and beloved. 

Secretary Olney was literally forced 
into taking rigorous steps toward the 
release of this American citizen. Dr. 
Diaz is a man of university education, 
a skillful physician and the minister of 
tne largest Protestant church in Ha- 
vana. He was listened to with intense 
interest, and he told of certain feat- 
ures of the Cuban situation that are 
little known in this country, Dr. 
Diaz told his hearers how Spanish 
forces had riddled with shot and shell 
a cane mill, over which floated the 
white cross flag, and which the Dr. 
had extemporized into a hospital. He 
told how, after firing volley upon vol- 
ley at the building, the Spaniards 
rushed inside and slaughtered the sick 
and maimed soldiers on. their cots, Dr- 
Diaz has the white cross flag that was 
riddled by Spanish bullets. But the 
most important intelligence which Dr. 
Diaz furnished his audience was his 
description of a sysiematized plan of 
the Spanish garrwons for murdering 
the inmates of their respective prisons. 
The most frequent method of accom 
plishing this devilish work is by plac- 
ing poison in the prisoner’s food. 
They tried to kill Dr. Diaz in this man- 
ner, but he refused food until his re- 
lease. Another plan considerably 
bolder than this, is to slash the prisoner 
todeath with the machete. But the 


demons is known as the Componte. 
This was the horrible death suffered a 
short time ago by Dr. Ruiz, the Ameri- 
can citizen. The victim of componte 
is tortured to death by the following 
means. Under command of the Span- 


| ish captain of the prison he is beaten 


with a cane or sometimes an iron rod 
until he faints from pain or loas of 
blood. His lacerations are then care- 
fully treated by the Spanish doctor. 


When they are half healed the prisoner | | 


is again brought out and beaten in the 
same manner. Care. is taken by the 
torturers that the victim is not quite 
killed by this second attack. He is al- 
lowed to feel without medical treat- 
ment the full anguish of his wounds, 
for several days after the second beat- 
ing. Afterthis killing by degrees has 
progressed enough to satisfy the Span- 
ish Captain, one ofthe guards is or- 
dered to despatch the victim, usually 
by a powerful blow over the head with 
a heavy club or rod. These methods 
of torture and murder go on day by day 
The Spanish captains invariably ac- 
count for the victim's death by the ex- 
cuse of “suicide.” If it be an Ameri- 
can citizen and Consul Gen. Lee is 
able to prevail upon the President of 
the United States to take some interest 
in the life of his citizen, A committee 
of Spanish physicians is summoned, 
and they well know if they do not re- 
port “suicide” they also will soon mya- 
teriously disappear.

BREAKFAST. — 
Although “man ‘cannot live by bread 


cles of food are necessary to life, and 
the good ‘housekeeper plans to have a 
plentiful eupply always on hand. Keep- 
ing the larder well filled, and serving 
wholesome, delectable meals need not. 
be a burdensome task if the work be 
properly planned., It is not only the in- 
experienced beginner who stands aghast 
at the mention of cereals, meat or fish, 
vegétables, toast, doughnuts and coffee 
for breakfast. The improvident house- 
keeper of many years’ standing is just 
as much startled as her less experienced 
sister, The trouble with both is that 
they lack system. It is well to keepa 
supply of doughnuts, cookies, snaps or 
ginger nuts always on hand, adding to 
them twice a week, whether or not the 
stock is nearly exhausted. With dough- 
nuts, particularly, care must be taken 
to keep the new supply separate until 
the older ones are used. « 

Fruit, too, should be kept on hand 
to be served first for breakfast and last 
for luncheon. The practice varies 
for dinner; those who follow the French 
fashion eat their fruit first at dinner 
also, 

Bread is more wholesome when a day 
old, although in this country it is gen~- 
erally preferred fresh. Stale bread 
should not be served unless specially 
prepared; then it is a very acceptable 
adjunct to the morning meal. 

Beets, carrots, cauliflower or cabbage 
left from dinner may be at once cut 
into vinegar to serve as pickles for 
breakfast or luncheon, or they may be 
chopped and served in vegetable omelet, 
or even as the despised hash. 

Hash, by the way, when properly pre- 
pared is an excellent breakfast dish. 
Porridge, made of any one of the pre- 
pared cereals preferred, should appear 
on the table every morning, particularly 
where there are children. Good milk 
should also be abundant. 

Eggs, the meat or fish left from din- 
ner, buttered or dry toast, varied occa- 
sionally by egg toast made by dipping 
glices of stale bread in beaten egg and 
frying brown, are all suited to the break- 
fast. 

The importance of a good breakfast 
should be comprehended by every good 
housekeeper, as it is the keynote of the 
day. Served without haste, hot and pal- 
atable, it helps to send husband and 
children forth at peace with the world. 
We are too well acquainted with the 
evil effects, physically, mentally and 


-morally, of a hurried, poorly prepared 


breakfast, to need a rehearsal of them 
in this article.

Lecture on Faust. 


The annual lectures provided by the 
Alumnae of Abbot Academy, began last 
Friday evening with the first of the Faust 
series delivered by Prof. Kuno Francke, 
of Harvard University. While the lecture 
was designed chiefly for the students of 
the school, the audience included a large 
number of the most scholarly people of 


‘Andover, many enthusiastic lovers of the 


German language and literature, who 
found the hour one of rare enjoyment, 
Prof. Francke combined with great 
thrill the scholarly and pcpular aspects of 
the subject, treating first, of the Faust 


legend as differently interpreted by the 


sixteenth and eighteenth centuries. He 


read from Marlowe's Faust, outlined the 


plan of Lessing’s lost tragedy, and spoke 


at length of the poelic treatment of the 


subject by the youthful Goethe. At last 
came intimations of the nobler ideal at- 
tained by the regenerated, transformed 
older Goethe — an aspect to be fully con- 
sidered in the second part of Faust, 
Prof. Francke’s giaceful command of 
English was apparent throughout, though 
the crowning excellence was the reading 
of the German text. The passages were 
rendered with such interpretative power, 


‘| that many ignorant of the language were 


impressed not Only with the spirit of the 
selections, but apprehended the thought 
Such an introduction makes one antici- 
pate the second and final lecture of Feb- 
ruary 26th.

He thought it would be best to interest 
more people in town affairs and advo- 
cated the distribution of the offices, 
recommending it to the consideration of 
the republicans and citizens of Andover. 

In proposing the uames of Albert Poor: 
W. G. Goldsmith and Frank 8. Mills for 
Park Commissioners, Prof. Harris said it 
was a rather unusual thing to bring a 
democrat forward for pomination at a 
Republican Caucus. He said, however, 
that if Mr. Goldsmith were elected, the 
republicans could feel sure that he would 
be unable to hold another office. 

Two candidates were in the field for 
each of the offices of Selectman and 
Highway Surveyor. For the former 104 
votes were cast and Samuel H. Boutwell 
received 7i, Frank C. Phelps 40, with the 
rest scattering.

The wear 
and tear of shoes, rubbers, and leggins 
to them is greatly enhanced by the want 
of the sidewalks, The cost would not be 
a great deal to make the yards and side- 
walks high and dry and free from mud.

OF ANDOVER INTEREST, 


Supreme Court Decision that College Resi- 
dential Property is Taxable. 


In the Supreme Court Wednesday, the 
full bench sustained the respondent’s ex- 
ceptions in the case of the president and 
trustees of Williams College against the 
assessors of the town of Williamstown. 
This means that the college must pay 
taxes on certain land and dwelling-houses 
seven in number, which are used by its 
librarian, head carpenter, superintendent 
of college buildings, director of gymna- 
sium, and professors, 


The college asked, by petition to the 
Superior Court, under chapter 127 of the 
laws of 1890, for an abatement of the tax, 
claiming that the real estate in question 
was exempt from taxation, being used for 
the purpose for which the college was 
incorporated. It claimed the exemption 
vnder chapter 465 of the laws of 1889, as 
buildings used by its officers. The 
amount of the taxes for 1895 was about 
$500. The Court holds that while the 
professors are “‘officers’’ of the corpora- 
tion within the meaning of the act of 
1839, still their occupation was svulely for 
the purpose of residence, and the build- 
ings therefore were not occupied for the 
purpose of carrying into effect the pur- 
poses of its incorporation. The occu- 
pants received svlary from the college, 
but a stated sum was deducted from 
their salaries for the use of the dwelling- 
houses while in the service of the college. 
The total amount of deductions, on ac- 
count of the occupation of these seven 
dwellings under the arrangement, was 
$1917. 

The turning point in the case was on 
the nature of the occupancy of the build- 
ings. The respondents claimed that the 
occupants were tenants at will, and that 
the occupation was for the purpose of 
residence and not for the purpvuse for 
which the college was incorporated. The 
Court decides that this is so, It says: 
“In the present case the occupants were 
each in the sole occupation of the prem- 
ises, and the occupation was for strictly 
private purposes, and the control of the 
premises while they occupied, was with 
them, That the rent was paid bya de- 
duction made by the college monthly 
from the salary instead of being paid 
directly to the college is immaterial. It 
has been held many times that to exempt 
the real estate of a corporation under the 
statute we are considering it is not 
enough that the income is applied to the 
purposes of the corporation, but the real 
estate itself must be occupied for those 
purposes. It is not enough that the cor- 
poration derives a benefit from the occu- 
pation of the real estate, but the real 
estate must be occupied by the corpora- 
ration or its officers for the purpose of 
carrying into efiect the purposes of the 
corporatien.” 

The above decree is of great interest to 
Andover inasmuch as much more of the 
Phillips Academy property is thus made 
liable to taxation. This will be a two- 
edged sword in that it will largely in- 
crease the school tax, depriving the 
school of a goodly income, and also add 


to thetown income in increased taxes.

Paul's account of his missionary adven 
tures, To those who knew of his labors 
more abundant, in journeyings often, in 
perils of waters, in perils in the wilder- 
ness, in {perils in the sea in watchings 
often (with the sick and dying on his 
medical steamer,) he seemed to be read- 
ing a condensed report of his own experi- 
ences in the North Sea and on the coast 
of Labrador. He afterwards remarked 
that this was exactly true—Thrice I 
suffered shipwreck” ! 

At noon he went over to the West 
Church and addressed Pastor Mac- 
Fadden’s Sunday School, and at the after- 
noon service of the Seminary Church 
preached for Professor Smyth, giving as 
in the morning illustrations from his 
medical and missionary work among. the 
sailors. The South Church was crowded 
in the evening to hear his fuller account 
of the Deep Sea Mission and see his re- 
markably fine views of Northern scenery 
aud life, including especially the New 
foundland seal-fishery, with which he be 
came personally familiar last winter by 
“going on theice’”’ with the sealers, For 
neaily two: hours he held the close 
attention of the large congregation, 
which went away with a.aiew knowledge 
of the perils, privations and poverty of 
those rude men of the deep, with whom 
the’speaker has cast his lot. 

The Deep Sea Mission, althongh Igca- 
ted in London and having as its patrons 
the Queen and ecclesiastical authorities, 
is international and interdenominational, 
some of the missionaries churchmen, 
some congregationalists. Dr. Grenfell 


Lord Aberdeen’s Chapel at Ottawa(where 
‘he pyeached the previous Sabbath, the 
Governor General reading the service,) 
in any Wesleyan chapel where his trav- 
els take him, or in the forecastle of a 
fisherman. In Halifax the Lieut. Gov- 
ernora Roman Catholic gave ‘him a 1e- 
ception in recognition of his services to 
the Catholics of the Northern’ shores. 
The Doctor never asks or cares whether 
the people he meets are Protestent or 
Catholic, but only whether he can do any- 
thing for their relief or reformation.

James E. Donoghue and Councilman 
Shea were arrested for criminal libel 
Wednesday noon for making charges of 
bribery against Mayor Junkins, 
Councilman Shea was arrested by In- 
spector Remick at 12.40 on Franklin 
street, while he was on his way to work 
in the Pacific mills. : 

Marshal Bailey arrested James E. 
Donoghue at the Essex house and 
walked some distance behind him on 
their way to the »olice station. 

Both men furnished bail in the sum 
of $1000, with ex-Mayor Bruce as secur- 
ity, and the prisoners were released. 
Neither Shea nor Donoghue seemed 
much concerned over the arrest and 
greeted with smiling countenances 
many friends who ca'led at the station 
while they were detained there. 

To the TELEGRAM man Mr. Shea 
said that he was unconcerned, because 
only the expected had happened. He 
said he was surprised that it had not 
come sooner, 

A prominent democrat was heard to 
remark in the station house: ‘This is a 
step that will result in the revelation of 
a mess of corruption.” 

The action against Shea and Dono- 
ghue was advised by DeCourcy & Coul- 
son, Mayor Junkins’ attorneys. 

The warrants were served without 
much publicity and both Shea and Don- 
oghue walked quietly to the police sta- 
tion, the latter being allowed to go to his 
office before proceeding to the police sta- 
tion. Donoghue was also allowed to walk 
to the station house alone, City Marshal 
Bailey and Superintendent of Streets 
Ryan following him some distance in 
the rear. 

Mayor Junkins was interviewed by 
the TELEGRAM man soon after the ar- 
rests were made. The mayor said hé 
expected that action would be made to- 
day and that the case would have come 
to a head sooner, but for Mr. De- 
Courcy’s absence from the city and the 
departure of Mr. Donoghue imme- 
diately ‘after Mr, DeCourcy’s return. 
‘*The case will be pushed’, said the 
mayor, ‘for, as I said before, 1 must 
defend myself from such attacks, in my 
own interests and also in the city’s in- 
terests. 

“Mr. Shea has made a direct charge, 
and a serious one, too, and it is one 
which I cannot let drop after simply 
saying that the charge is false.” 

It is known that Councilman Shea 
made an attempt to have the mayor de- 
sist from his proceedings against him. 
Last Saturday Mr. Shea went to the 
mayor's office and asked if the matter 
could not be fixed up. The mayor re- 
plied that it could not be unless Shea 
would sign a statement that the charges 
he had made were false. 

Mr. Shea was told that the case was 
in the hands of DeCourcy & Coulson, 
and that it would be pushed unless 
there was a direct denial.

Thursday noon Mayor, Junkins noti- 


fied Lewis G. Hiit,Fred Patch,and John 
J. Donovan that they were appointed 
members of the Lawrence bvard - of 
license commissioners. 

The notification read as follows: 

“Pursuant to the power and authori- 
ty conferredupon me by chapter four 
hundred and twenty-eight of the act of 
the commonwealth for the year 1894, [ 
hereby appoint you to bea member of 
the board of license commissioners for 
said city, for the term, * * * , with all 
the powers and subject to all the duties 
by law belonging to said position. In 
witness whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand as mayor of the city of Lawrence. 

GEORGE 8. JUNKINS, 
Mayor.” 

Lewis G. Holt is the only member of 
the old board appuinted. He is chair- 
man of the board. 

Chairman Holt resigned and was re- 
appointed to fill Mr. Parker’s unex- 
pired term. He will hold office until 
June, 1900, His own term would have 
expired in 1898. Mr. Patch’s term will 
expire in 1902 and Mr. Donovan's in 
1808. 

The following correspondence _ be- 
tween Mayor Junkins and Commissioner 
Parker, is self explanatory:

John J. Donovan, the other new mem- 
ber of the board, was born in Lawrence, 
January 1, 1862, was educated in the 
public schools, and graduated from the 
high school in 1880, In April of the 
following year he entered the city 
clerk's office as clerk, under James E. 
Shepard, and he retained that position 
for about eleven years, ‘ 

In Nov., ’92, he announced himself a 
candidate for the office of registrar of 
deeds in this district, and was elected 
for three years, 7 

He again ran for that office in ’94, 
but was defeated by A. R. Sanborn, the 
present registrar. 

Mr. Donovan entered the Boston law 
school in November of the same year, 
and he received his diploma two years 
later. In July, ’96, he was admitted to 
the bar, and immediately opened an 
office in this city.

A LLAR IN A CAVE. 


Two Indiarx Wirt In hy the Light of a 
Torch and Ejlicd the Game. 

Robert H. Davis tells in Gameland 
how two buck Indians of the northwest- 
ern ccast tribes went into a bear’s den 
and, by the light of atorch, killed a big 
grizzly bear. 

A young law student got sight of the 
bear one day while he was still hunt- 
ing. While tryizg to approach it the 
huuter alarncd the bear, and it ran to 
a 1,000 fcot cliff and tock refuge in. a 
hole there. The student climbed up 100 
yards on the face cf the cliff and started 
rocks down about the hole, thinking to 
drive the bear cut, Lut the bear would 
not start. Then he went to a nearby In- 
dian camp and get Trinity Dick and a 
Pitt river Incian, who said they would 
go with the man after the bear if he 
would let them take the rifle. The stu- 
dent let Trinity Dick take the rifle and 
borrowed wnctier for the Pitt river In- 
dian. 

“T waited cutside,’’ the student told 
Davis, ‘‘while the Indians went into the 
cave with a toh. I listened for a long 
time, then I L.eard the dull boom of two 
guns away lack in the cave somewhere. 
Then ail vis still again for some time. 
After abit Lrinity Dick came out and 
waved bs lind to me, then went back 
in. I felewcd ard quickly came to the 
beer, \. hich was already Icosing its hide 
at the kuite point of the Pitt river In- 
dian. 

‘*The-cave wie Cecp, with many arms. 
The Incisns had fcllowed the main 
cave, disputing with each other as to 
who should ge first. Trinity Dick, being 
the eldest, got the place of honor, while 
the other followed, holding the torch 
high aloft.
